Refuses to Resign 
Under Fire. 


WIFE -TALKS OF AFFAIR, 


Says There Is “Another Woman 
in Case,“ but Shields Her 
Name; Chicago Friend 
Is Surprised. 

Cincinnati, O., May 11.—[Special.}—Be- 
Cause he believes comradeship should take 

the place of marriage, H. Heath 
professor of philosophy of the University of 
Cincinnati, has been asked by President C. 
W. Dabney to resign. He has refused to do 
so and announced his determination to fight 
any move to force him out. 

Prof. Bawden came to Cincinnati a year 
ago from Vassar, where he had been a 
member of the faculty for six years. 

He admits that his radical views on mar- 
riage and his domestic affairs caused him to 
be dismissed from Vassar, but maintains 


that he has never taught any ot his private | 


ideas to his students, but has maintained 
an impassable wall between his own per- 
monality in that regard and the minds of 
his classes. 

Prof. Bawden has been married twelve 
years, his wife having been a teacher in the 
Granville, O., schools while he was an in- 
structor at that place, but he and his wife 
are said to have lived apart for several years, 
even though residing in the same building, 
and the demand for his resignation is sald 
to have followed Mrs. Bawden's statement 
to President Dabney of the conditions of 
her home life. 


Hot Words Are Exchanged. 
President Dabney, it is said, sought an in- 
terview with Prof. Bawden at which the 
colloquy was decidedly warm. Later Mr. 

Bawden wrote Mr. Dabney as follows: 
Dear Dr. Dabney: I agree with you about 
the conditions under which I came to the 


University of Cincinnati. It was not fair |.

to you to suppress the real occasion of my 
leaving Vassar. I protested at the time 
against leaving Vassar under what seemed 
to me false pretenses, but all my friends, 
without exception, including Dr. Strong and 
Dr. Taylor, urged it as the right thing to do 
from all points of view. 

The other day you said you thought you 
had a right to know two things: The facts 
and my views.

In answer to this Presiderit Dabney wrote 
briefly, demanding Prot. Bawden's resigna- 
tion. 


Says He Is Ready to right. 

Discussing this demand for his resignation 
today, Prof. Bawden said: 

President Dabney has asked me to resign, 
but before I do so I wish to bring severa) 
matters before my colleagues at the uni- 
versity and before the citizens of Cincinnati, 
who, I take it, are interested in the welfare 
of their most import&nt municipal institu- 
tions. 

“TI don’t care whether I win in this fight 
or not. Although I have foreseen that I 
would be asked to resign, I have taken no 
steps whatever to strengthen my tion 
with @ither my colleagues or the board of 
directors. I wish to remain or to go solely 
on the merits of the case. 

„ Dr. Dabney has séen fit to call me a 
coward because I refused to discuss my per- 
sonal affairs and my private views with him. 
I am willing to have both my private life and 
my views known to every one. 

“Within two or three days I shall be pre- 
pared with a statement of my views on sex 
and marriage, and I am glad of thib opportu- 
nity to make them public. I do not claim that 
they are my final views, but they seem to me 
nearer the truth than those on the basis of 
which I am about to be deposed from my 
present position.” 

University Head Talks. 

Later in the day President Dabney gave 
out a statement concerning the controversy. 
In nt he said: 

„No man can, either by word or manner 
of Hfe, teach things destructive of the foun- 
dation of human society in any institution 
for which I am responsible. Prof. Bawden 
has stated enough to make my position in the 
matter clear to the public.- 

“Tt appears proper to say in addition, and 
by way of extenuation only, that I called 
in Dr. Herrick, professor of neurology in the 
University of Chicago, the life long friend 
and brother-in-law of Prof. Bawden, to see 
what he could do, and he tells me that he 
thinks there is a pathological condition back 
of the case.” 

Mrs. Susie T. Bawden, wife of Prof. Baw- 
den, after suggesting that there had been 
another woman who attracted her hus- 
band’s attention, said: 

I should take a ‘maliciuus pleasure in teli- 
ing her name if I were disposed to refer to 
her at all, but as I do not arene to do sol 
will not. 

“My husband did not always hold such 
peculiar views of marriage. It is only with- 
in the last two years thet I have noticed 
their growth and development and I never 
paid much attention to them until he began 
to practice them. 

I do not mean to say that he has done any 
wrong except to me and I believe that he is 
personally clean and upright. There is 
nothing whatever in the intimation that I 
am going to Europe, for several reasons. 
The first of these is that I am without funds 


to do so.” 


PROF. HERRICK SURPRISED. 

Frof. C. Judson Herrick, a member of the 
neurology department of the University of 
Chicago, who is a brother-in-law of Prof. 
Bawden and a lifelong friend, expressed sur- 
prise last night that Prof. Bawden had been 
asked to resign from the University of Cin- 
cinnatl. 

‘TI came back from Cincinnati a short time 
ago, he said at his home, 6026 Monroe ave- 
nue,

reason purely. If it had to do with Prof. and 
Mrs. Bawden I cannot say now.

Quick d€éath ended a mock holdup scene 
yesterday in the bakery of Henry Frank, 
727 West Forty-seventh street. The victim 
was Henry Frawiey, 18 years old, who had 
lived at 1008 West Fiftieth street. The man 
who fired the revolver was John Hefell, a 
young Austrian employed in the bakery. 

The one act tragedy was enacted in the 
front room of the little bakery at 5 o’clock 
in the afterncon. Frawley, who was a 
teamster and a steady, good natured young 
man, entered the place to buy a few things 
to take home for supper. He had just been 
paid and as he was well known in the bakery 


he flourished a small package of dine 


about $12. 

Hefeli, busy behind the counter, . 
joking remarks in broken English with Fraw- 
ley. He threatened te come out and take 
the money away from the young teamster it 
Frawley did not put it up. 

„Come ahead,” sald Frawley. I can take 
care of myself.“ 


Holdup Proposed as Joke. 

After a few harmiess threats Hefell sud- 
denly disappeared into a rear room. Steve 
Korecae, another young Austrian, was work- 
ing there. 

„Let's hold Frawley up.“ said Heteli. 
“You take the money while I point the 
revolversat him. It will be a good joke.” 

All right,” said Steve.“ 

Just as Frawley was about to leave with 
his bundles, the two young Austrians sprang 
into the front room. In the true style of 
holdups he had read about Hefeli leveled 
the revolver at awiley and shouted: 

Hold up your hands or I will kill vou.“ 

Frawley turned a laughing face toward 
the mock desperadoes. ü 

Tou fellows can't scare me with a rusty 
old gun like that,” he sald. “ Come on if you 
want trouble.” 

He put down his bundles on the counter 
and made a lunge toward Hefeli and 
Steve.“ f 

In the play and flash of the moment, Httle 
dreaming that his finger held back a bu’ let 
by the pressure of a hair, Hefeli pulléd the 
trigger. s 


Frawley Falls Fatally Wounded. 

There was a loud report. The little bakery 
was filled with smoke. Frawley dropped. 

Frank, the baker, came rushing in. The 
frightened men lifted the young teamster 
from the floor, where a smal} trickle of blood 
showed his wound. Frawley could not speak. 
He was dying. The bullet had entered his 
chest. Hefeli and Steve stood stupidly 
by, hardly knowing what had happened. 

When Sergts. Mullaney and Golden of the 
stockyards station came upon the scene they 
arrested Hefeli and his comrade. Frawley 
was put into the ambulance and the horses 
were started on a gallop towards St. Ber- 
nard's hospital. On the way to the hospital, 
however, Frawley died without a word pass- 
ing his ips. The ambulance then was turned 
to Mclnerney’s undertaking rooms, 4685 Wal- 
lace street. 

The police sergeants made a careful inves- 
tigation of the case. They found that Fraw- 


| ley and the two men they had under arrest 


were all of good character, and they finally 
accepted the explanation of “ accidental ” as 
the tue one. They will hold the two men, 
however, until the coroner's jury agrees upon 
a verdict. 

Hefeli at the police station was the picture 
of grief.

Attorney General Comes Here to 
See Secretary James H. Wade. 


MERE BOOKKEEPING ERROR? 
son · in · law of University Ofieial Denies 
Knowledge of Cass. 


James H. Wade, the venerable secretary 
of the University of Michigan; is said to be 
in Chicago while the accounts of his office 

re under investigation, with a possibility 
tna discrepancies of several thousands of 
dollars may be discovered, 

The sum mentioned is $8,000, but it is said 
by his friends that if there is any shortage 
Mr. Wade did not profit by it—that it is due 
to an error in bookkeeping. 

Mr. Wade has been visiting at the rest 
dence of his daughter, Mrs. Walter F. Ho- 
cum, 5604 Monroe avenue, but his son-in- 
law last night denied that he wae there and 
professed ignorance of his present where- 
abouts. Mr. Slocum declared that he knew 
nothing about the shortage, the investiga- 
tion, or the causes leading to. t. 

Attorney General Comes Here. 

Advices from Michigan were to the effect 
that Attorney General John E. Bird of that 
state was in Chicago yesterday to confer with 
Mr. Wade, who is nearly 75 years old, but 
Mr. Slocum said he knew nothing about such 
a conference and intimated that his father- 
in-law had returned to Ann Arbor. 

Although the state officials at Lansing re- 
fused to discuss the investigation, it is 
known that Mr. Bird is investigating the of- 
fice of Mr. Wade, who has been secretary of 
the university for the lastetwenty-five years, 
acting in the capacity of business manager. 

The purpose, according to information re- 
ceived last night from Ann Arbor, is to as- 
certain whether Mr. Wade and Hamilton 
Reeve, who is superintendent of buildings 
and grounds, can account for coal and other 
| supplies which the university peid for and 
which it is alleged have been diverted to 
other than untversity‘uses. 


Coal Dealers Watchful. 

The inquiry was started after certain coal 
dealers in Ann Arbor complained that the 
T. M. C. A. buildings were getting coal from 
the university at cost. Reports at the uni- 
versity, however, are that other subjects 
than university fuel supplies are being 
probed by the attorney general as a result 
of the revelations made in the course of the 
investigation. 

There is a story that Ann Arbor coal deal 
ers have kept jealous eyes on the disposition 
of university coal, and that Attorney General 
Bird was given information that some loads 
destined for university use were driven d- 
rectly after being weighed to private houses.

The arrival at this point has been preceded 
by a hunt for minutiae, only rumors of which | 
have been made public, Here and there bits 
of evidence have leaked out, but the great 
asray of facts, it is said, was secured from 
statements made by Ray Lamphere, the 
former hired man, who blackmailed the Gun- 
ness woman through the possession of knowl- 
edge concerning her dark secrets. 

He has not deen sweated” at any time. 
No attempt at the third degree has been 
made, but it is from his utterance that the 
chain of testimony has been forged. 

The chief agent in securing the confidence 
of the prisoner has been a minister, the Rev. 
E. A. Schell, pastor of the First Methodist 
church. Ever since the first day of the pris- 
oner’s incarceration the clergyman has been 
a visitor at hia cell. For hours at a time he 
has been locked in with the man who might 
carry the secret with him to the gallows. 


Talks Despite Many Warnings. 

Upon the reports of the clergyman the in- 
yestigators have builded their caBe. All that 
Lamphere told him has not been revealed, 
but enough of his admissions to givé the 
framework upon which the crucia! decision 
hae been reached became public today. 

The man has been cautioned by his legal 
éounsel to avoid giving any information con- 
cerning his knowledge of his actions upon the 
night of the disappearance of Andrew 
Heigelein, the last known victim of the arch 
murderess; his observations upon that and 
later occasions, and his actions upon the 
night of the fire which cost the lives of the 
woman and her four children.

Bores Hole in House Floor. 


In contradiction of his first story that he did 
rot reach Laporte until 11 o'clock, he has 
admitted under pressure of the testimony of 
two witnesses that he returned to the farm 
al 9 o'clock.

‘corner of the grounds were walking about 
with a lantern.

Knives and Revolver Found. 


The increasing tension in the mystery was 
marked by more than ordinary secrecy in 
the day's operations on the part of the au- 
-thorities. It became known that a dagger 
‘and a surgeon's knife had been recovered 
‘from the ruins, but it was not officially ad- 
“mitted that such was the case. The dagger, 
‘with the handle partially burned off, was 
seen in Prosecutor Smith’s office before he 
had time to whisk it into his safe. he sur- 
geon's knife is about six inches long, double 
edged, and with a needle point. 

Another feature discovered against the 

‘wishes of Prosecutor Smith was a huge re- 
volver, such as cowboys carry, which had 
deen through the fire. 
It dad been reported last Saturday that 
Buch a revolver had been found, but the men 
in charge of the investigation denied the 
story at the time. Today, however, the pros- 
ecutor reluctantly admitted the revolver was 
found on Saturday. *

, Prosecutor Smith then was asked whether 
a story to the effect that a ring was found 
on Mre.

Coroner Mack, who examined the body

The fact that 
porcelain false teeth do not melt under a 
temperature of 2,200 degrees heat, a blow- 
pipe temperature, is considered by the in- 
vestigators to be a hopeful feature yf the 
search. If the teeth are in the ruins they 
will be found, they say. 

An odd feature of the relics taken from the 
ruins is a little glass bead bracelet. The 
beads were strung on elastic, and despite the 
heat which they must have passed through 
if they were in the fire the elastic string is 
still whole and retains its elastic properties. 
There are a few hints that some things may 
have been put in the ruins by somebody after 
the fire. | 

Another watch, the seventh, was found 
in the ruins of the burned house today. 


Greening Talks of Case. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., May 11.—Emil C.

to have had many friends. 

“T believe that the Gunness house claimed 
three victims a month during the time that 
I wae there, but I had no knowledge of any 
of this business, said Emil Greening today. 
„While I was there Mrs. Gunness had us dig 
up a large number of huge stumps on the 
farm, and when we refilled the holes a spot 
was left. This would have been a good 
place for burying victims, and the officers 
should search these old stump holes. 

I believe there grere trunks in every room 
in the house as ll as in the halls. I know 
that she could have made a nice sum of 
money if she had sold all the men’s clothing 
about the place.” 


Pittsburg Police Hunt Woman.

My brother went to Mrs. Gunness’ farm 


He visited me just he started for 
Indiana. He said he answered an ad- 
vertisement in a Scandinavian newspaper 
from some woman near Laporte who wanted 
a farm hand. At that time he was 82 years 
old, a musician and a dancer, and everybody 
Hked him. I remember telling him to be 
careful of his money and his gold watch. 


_ Remembered by Neighbors. 

He disappeared from the Indiana farm 
the following July. On arriving at Laporte 
on Sunday I inquired among farmers of the 
neighborhood and found two countrymen, 
Swan Nicholsen and a man named Chris- 
tophsen. I showed my brother's photograph 
to Nicholsen, who saiG at once that he had 
worked on Mrs. Gunness farm. He also 
told meysc n things my brother had said 
to him about our family which convinced me 
that he had talked with my brother. 

Mrs. Gunness and Olaf were constantly 
together, the Nicholsens told me. They fre- 


was near the Gunness farm, and often went 
driving together. Olaf was the accepted 
suitor for the hand of Mra, Gunness. They 
were almost like man and wife. Mrs: Gun- 
ness would not even attend a stock sale with-

out seeing what my brother thought of it,

I told him he was too young and I did not 
think he was able to take the responsibility 
of running the farm and looking after th 
children, although I liked him.’ ! 


Thought Departure Strange. 

“Mr. Nicholsen thought it strange my 
brother had not bidden him good- hy, for they 
were close friends, and he would have had Lo 
pass the house going into Laporte. 

“To Mr. Christophsen Mrs. Gunness told 
an altogether different story. She said my 
brother had been induced by a land agent to 
go south, where he expected to buy a farm. 

Mrs. Gunness said she was from the saim3 
part of Norway as our family, and she toid 
Nicholgen subsequently that she had received 
a letter’ from h saying he was going to 
Norway. 

While Olaf was with her she circulated in 
the neighborhood a story that he had received 
a letter from our father in Norway saying 
that he was delighted to learn that his son 
was to marry as fine a woman as Mrs. Gun- 
ness. Of course, that was a lie. 

How my poor brother met his death no 
one but that woman ever will be able to tell. 
He is probably the first victim of the ten 
whose bodies were discovered. I have writ- 
ten today to our father of his death.“ 


Not to Dig Up Austin Yard. 

It was decided yesterday not to exhume 
the body of Mads Sorensen, Mrs. Gunness’ 
first husband, nor to excavate for bones of 
murdered victims of the woman at her for- 
mer residence in Austin. 

This conclusion was reached after a con- 
ference with the Nellis brothers, who own 
the residence at 620 Alma street, by Assistant 
Chief of Police Schuettler and the coroner. 

The brothers said the property represented 
all their savings, and they were opposed to 
having it disturbed unless Mrs. Gunness was 
proved to be alive or unless it was possibile 
to trace victims to the Austin house. 

Schuettler and the coroner admitted they 
had nothing but rumors to work on and that 
they probably could not convince a court 
that a search of the premises was worth 
while in the event the Nells brothers asked 
eye an injunction, which they threatened 
to do. 

I believe Mrs. Gunness is dead and that 
no bodies would be discovered at her former 
home in Austin,“ said the assistant chief at 
the conclusion. of the conference.

French Minister of Labor. Sug- 
gests Fixed Rates of Pay. 


FIGHTS DRUDGERT IN HOMES 


Wants Nations to Join Move to Aid 
Workers of All Classes. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—[Special.]— 
M. Arthur Fontaine, minister of labor of 
France, has just made an interesting sug- 
gestion that is attracting the attention of all 
the governments of Europe. It is that in 
each country a-scale of minimum wages be 
established, and that international agree- 
ments be made for the maintenance ot these 
scales. " 

The proposal of M. Fontaine has followed 
an extensive investigation into the condi- 
tion of French workmen, which has been 
made by his department. Any one who has 
visited those sections of France where 
lingerie, for example, is made is familiar 
with the misery prevalent among the work- 
ers. The wages they receive are so small 
that existence is almost impossible.. For 
instance, including the additional pay re- 
ceived by women at home, the income of a 
family in/57 per cent of the cases investi- 
gated ranges from $60 to $120 a year. In 
order to make this small sum the women 
at home have to work almost continuously 
from early morning unfil they go to bed at 
night. | 

Against Labor in Homes. 

M. Fontaine is against home labor because 
such employment not merely interferes with 
the domestic. duties of the women and at- 
fects their health, thus injuring the national 
life, but it prevents better wages being paid 
to employés in the factories. It is ssibile, 
under the conditions which exist, toremedy 
the situation of the people unless a minimum 
Wage shall established. Tne French 
minister, therefore. is directing his energies 
toward the creation of. boards of employers 
and -employés, which shall determine the 
lowest amount workmen and workwomen 
must receive in order to livein a decent man- 
ner. He has inaugurated a movement in 
this direction in France, and has visited 
England for the zäme purpose: He also ex- 
pects to lead along the same lines the senti- 
ment for improving the condition of work- 
ers in other countries. 


‘No Action by United States. 


There is, of course, little reason for the 
United States at the present time to embark 
upon such a policy. In any event, the federal 
government. could take no action: This 
would be a matter for the states to deal with. 
But it is realized.in France that the move- 
ment at home cannot be successful unless 
there bé a general agreement prescribing the 
minimum wage which shall be paid in each 
country. For example, if a wage paid ir 
France were higher than that im England or 
the United States the products of France 
would not be able to compete in the markets 
of the world with those of the other coun- 
tries named. If the United States were to 
establish a minimum wage which would 
enable the sale at a lower price of French 
and English goods of the same character, the 
natural result would de to the injury of this

How Government Is Protected. 

Section 8 provides that the assets of all 
the banks in the association shall be liable 
jointly and severally to the United States 
for the redemption, of circuiation, but be- 
tween the several banks composing the clear- 
ing house, each shall be liable only in pro- 
portion that its capital and surplus bear 
to the aggregate of all the banks. 

The association may require any bank to 
make deposit of additional securities, and 
it may permit the withdrawal and substitu- 
tion of securities from time to time. 

These additional circulating notes are 
made subject to the existing law in regard 
to circulation. The total amount of both 
bond secured and asset secured notes must 
not exceed the amount of she unimpaired 
capital and surplus, and the emergency notes 
at any time are not to exceed an aggregate 


ot $500,000,000. 


Redemption Is Assured. 

Section 4 provides that whenever any bank 
fails to maintain its 5 per cent redemption 
fund, already provided for by law, the treas- 
urer of the United States shall notify the 
cle house to make good, and upon its 
failure to do so he may apply the 5 per cent 
fund belonging to other banks in the clearing 
house for this purpose, and the clearing house 
association itself may, after five days, notice. 
sell the securities deposited by such bank and 
deposit the proceeds with the treasurer of 
the redemption fund. 

Section 5 is an entirely new one. It pro- 
vides that country banks shall keep 15 per 
cent of their additional circulation in gold 
or lawful money as a reserve fund, provided 
that seven-fifteenths of this reserve may be 
deposited in the reserve cities. 

The reserve cities are required to have a 
reserve against the additional circulation of 
25 per cent, but one-half of that may be in 
central. reserve cities. The central reserve 
cities must keep 25 per cent of their emer- 
gency circulation in their vaults in gold or 
lawful money. 


How Distribution Is Made. 

It is provided in section 6 that the distribu- 
tion of notes shall be made among states in 
proportion to the unimpaired capital an 
surplus; provided, that in case applications 
from clearing houses in any state are not 
equal to the amount to which they would be 
entitled, the secretary of the treasury may, 
in hie digcretion, to meet an emergency, as- 
sign the amount not applied for to associa- 
tions asking for currency in other states in 
the same section of the country. 

Section 7 provides for a tax on the emer- 
gency ‘circulation of 4 per cent per annum 
for the first two months and thereafter an 
additional tax of 1 per cent per annum for 
each month until the total of 10 per cent 
per annum is reached. 

The present tax on national bank notes is 
retained without alteration, being one-haif 
of 1 per cent annually on notes secured by 
2 per cent bonds of the United States, and 
twice that amount where bonds bear a larger

soldiering pleasant for those who have to 
come in.contact with such an officer. 


Rayner Makes Long Inquiry. 

Mrs. Lillian Stewart, Col. Stewart's wife, is 
a granddaughter of the late William Pinck- 
ney of Maryland and a cousin of the late 
Senator iam Pinckney Whyte. 

On ber behalf Senator Rayner investigated 
Col. Stewart’s case and a week or ten days 
ago formally asked the president to give Col, 
Stewart the benefit of a court of inquiry 
to determine his status in the army and the 
justice of meting out such punishment as 
has been given him, 

The introduction of the joint résolution by 
the Maryland senator today tells the tale as 
to results accomplished. The president has 
refused to convene a court of inquiry on Col. 
Stewart's case, or to more formally investi- 
gate the charges and accusations against the 
Officer than he has already done. 

Senator Rayner said today that his 
on the resolution will not go into the al- 
leged characteristics of Col. Stewart, nor 
the hardships which he is supposed to be suf- 
fering in being stripped of his command and 
marooned at an isolated post. 


Case Long Considered. 

Inquiry at the war department has brought 
out the fact that the original recommenda- 
tion for the isolation of Col. Stewart was 
made early last September in a lengthy re- 
port on the case from Brig. Gen. John M. 
K. Davis, then temporarily in command of 
the gulf at Atlanta. 

This report showed that the case of Co). 
Stewart had been considered from evetr 
point of. view, and, inasmuch as he would 
soon be a senior colonel, there was nothing 
left to do but isolate him and deprive him 
of his command, it he declined to resign. 

This recommendation was indorsed by Brig. 
Gen. Arthur Murray, chief of artillery, and 
also by Maj. Gen. Duval, acting chief of 
staff. 

The recommendation was then submitted 
to Gen. Oliver, acting secretary of war. 
but it was such an unusual case that hs 
consulted with the president. The latter, 
after calling for All the papers in the case, 
agreed that the action proposed was the 
only course. 

There is a well authenticated report that 
Senator Foraker may possibly take a hand 
in the agitation which Senator Rayner is to 
start tomorrow.

Plans for Retirement. 
Section 8 provides that notes secured by 
United States bonds may be retired to a 
maximum amount of $9,000,000 monthly on 
the deposit of lawful money with the treas- 
urer. 

Emergency notes based on bank assets may 
without limitation be withdrawn by the de- 
posit of lawful money or national bank notes, 
whereupon a@ proportionate amount of the 
securities shall be returned. 

Deposits to retire notes secured by bank 
assets are not covered into the treasury, but 


are retained intact for the purpose of redeem- 


ing the notes of bank making such deposi 

Section 9 requires the controller of the cur- 
rency to supply the banks with notes bear- 
ing on their face the pledge that they will 
be redeemed by the United States in lawful 
money, and also expressing the promise of 
the banking association to pay them on de- 
mand, which promise must be attested as 
usual by the signature of the president or 
vice president and the cashier. 

Until the plates can be prepared and the 
new circulation issued national bank notes in 
their present form may be. issued as usual, 
but not as additional circulation secured by 
bank assets only. 


Interest on Nation’s Cash. 

Sections 10 and 11 provide for the redemp- 
tion of the additional circulation in lawful 
money and require that all acts of the con- 
troller of the currency and the treasurer 
shall have the approval of the secretary of 
the treasury, who is given power also to make 
such rules and exercise such control over 
the organization and management of the 
national clearing houses as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the purposes of the act. 

Under section 12 a radical change ts made 
in existing methods, it being provided that 
interest at the rate of not less than 1 per 
cent per annun shall be paid upon the aver- 
age monthly deposits by the United States 
in national banks and that the rate of inter- 
est shall be uniform throughout the United 
States. 

Sections 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, and 18 provide 
for the organization of a national currency 
commission, to be composed of six senators, 
six representatives, and six other persons 
to be appointed by the president. 

It is made the duty of the commission to 
investigate\the causes of the recent financial 
crisis and to recommend to congress such 
changes in the existing banking and currency 
system as may, in their opinion, be desirable. 


Commission’s Duty Outlined. 

The commission is directed to give reason- 
able time for hearings, if they seem neces- 
sary, and to employ necessary experts, 
clerks, and other assistants, 

The commission is required to present its 
report to the president not later than the 
first day of next January. 

The members, other than the congressmen, 
are to paid at the rate of $625 per month, 
and all, including the members of congress, 
may receive a per diem allowance for ex- 
penses and such additional expense as may 
be actually incurred in traveling. 

Vacancies on the commisston are to be filled 
by the speaker of the house, the president of 
the senate, and the, president of the United 
States in the same way as in the criginal ap- 
pointment. 

In sections.19 and 20, the last of the Vree- 
land bill, an appropriation of not more than 
$50,000. for the commission is made, and the 
new currency act is to take effect upon its 
passage.

KAISERSHUNSPEACETREATIES 


German Emperor Refuses to Sign 
Arbitration Convention. 


— — 
MAY AGREE AT LATER DATE. 


United States Persists in Effort to En- 
list Wilhelm’s Co-operation. 


Washington, D. C., May 11.—[Gpecial.]— 
Germany is the single great power which 
has refused to enter into an arbitration 
treaty with the United States. The unwill- 
ingness of Emperor William to make a 
treaty of this character was communicated 
to the state department through Ambassa- 
dor Tower. 

The kaiser never has been especially 
friendly toward any arrangement for a pa- 
cific settlement of international disputes. 
He agreed reluctantly to participate in the 
first conference of The Hague, which was 
called by the emperor of Russia, but his 
representatives were critics of most of the 
arbitration proposals which were considered 
and refused to sign the treaty’ finally 


adopted. They did sign the conventions 


for the adaptation to maritime warfare of 
the’ principles of the Geneva convention and 
with respect to laws and customs of war on 
land. The moral influence created by the 
first Hague conference subsequently caused 
Germany to abandon her attitude of opposi- 
tion to the eignature of treaties based upon 
the principle of arbitration, and in the last 
Hague conference her representatives de- 
clared themselves in favor of pacific ar- 
rangements of international controversies 
and signed the convention relating to this 
subject. 


Eleven Powers Now Signed. 


In the judgment of the’ United States the 
resolutions adopted by the last conference 
did not go far enough. So Secretary Root 
took up the work which Secretary Hay in- 
augurated to induce all the nations of the 
earth to enter into special arbitration traties 
with this government. Eleven powers thus 
far have assented. 

As a matter of fact, the treaties mean 
little. They leave so many loopholes through 
which’ a nation may escape if it prefers war 
to arbitration that they may be likened in 
strength to the thin thread a spider weaves. 
Neither the president nor Secretary Root 
believes the treaties amount to much, but 


they hold the opinion that if many of these | 


threads are joined together they will become 
a rope which it will be difficult to break. 

Apparently Germany does not want to em- 
barrass herself any mbre than is absolutely 
necessary. So far as the United States is 
concerned she has for the last few years, 
since Baron Speck von Sternburg has been 
her representative in Washington, indicated 
that she wants to maintain the most friend- 
ly relations with this country. But unfortu- 
nately Baron Speck von Sternburg cannot 
remain here forever, and he may be replaced, 
when eventually he does go, by a man who 
will hot be actuated by the same friendly 
sentiment for the government and people 
of the. United States. It is true Germany 
needs the moral support of this government, 
particularly in the far east. 


Germany Almost Alone in Europe.

The bills would enable Chicago to issue 
$16,000,000 additional in bonds, but also would 
apply to all the cities of the state, including 
those which have lost the revenue from sa- 
loons. The liquor men fear that with the 
power to issue additional bonds the dry” 
cities would not feel the financial effects of 
their action, no lesson would be taught, 
and the saloons would continue to stay out. 

Efforts will be made to persuade the liquor 
people that this is no polite way in which to 
act, and members of the house organization 
say that if the Uquor opposition can be re- 
moved the bills can be passed. 

Members of the senate, which has passed 
the bills, admit the correctness of this diag- 
nosis, but they say that there is another rea- 
son for the troubles the bond bills are having 
im the house. They say that if the senate had 
been willing to dicker with the house and 
exchange the asylum reorganization bill for 
the tcnd bills the latter would be passed. 


Offer to Trade Intimated. 


There as no open proposal that if the 
senate would pass the asylum bill the house 
would pass the bond bills,“ said one member 
of the senate organization, “ but a pretty 
plain intimation was handed out to the et- 
fect that if Mayor Busse and the senate 
wished their measures passed it would be 
well for the senate to recede from its deter- 
mination not to consider the subject of reor- 
ganizing the institution methods. The sen- 
ate does not propose to do this. We are 
convinced that this is no time to change 
methods, right in the middle of a primary 


campaign and with an election coming on. 


We do not propose to acknowledge that the 
methods of a republican administration have 
been so bad that they had to be corrected in 
a hurry’ 

So long as the senate sticks to this decision 
there will be nothing done with the reorgan- 
ization bill, but members of the house organ- 
ization, declaring that the story of the 
proposed barter is not true, say that they will 
try to pass the bond bills. 

These measures have been sent to the rev- 
enue committee, which is scheduled to re- 
port them to the house May 21, when both 
branches will return to pass appropriation 
bills and adjourn sine die May 23. sso: 

Meanwhile the journals of the house and 
senate will be kept alive by Representative 
John G. Oglesby and Senator Logan Hay 
preparatory to the final shuffling off May 23. 


Gov. Deneen in Washington. 


Gov. Deneen has gone to Washington to 
attend the conference of governors and 
others called by President Rooseveit, and his 
message will wait until his return. Some of

papers of the state. When it was intended 
to send the message to the legislature on 
May 8, a résumé of it was sent to the makers 
of “boiler plate.“ A recall was sent out 
afterwards, but it failed to reach all the pub- 
lications. Consequently, what purports to 
be a message sent to the legislature is being 
published as if it already had been sent in. 


Democrats to Meet on Friday. 


The democratic county central committee 
will meet Friday to decide whether to imt- 
tate the republicans and frame a county 
slate for the primaries. The chances are 
that the democrats will find themselves una- 
ble to agree, Several of the candidates for 
different offices are said to have taken time 
by the forelock and to have rounded up 
members of the committee in advance, wich 
the result that theirsopponentrare protest- 
ing against any organization interference. 

The date of the republican caucus on the 
county slate will be fixed today, and after- 
wards Ghairman Charles Andrews will send 
out a call for the meeting, which probably 
will be held this week. 


‘National Convention Contests. 

By the time the subcommittee on arrange 
ments for the republican national commit- 
tee meets here Friday the national commit- 
teemen expect to have some idea of wher 
it will be necessary to begin the hearing of 
contests.

Immense 
sums of money are invested in a business 
which is regarded as dependent upon the 
New York tracks for permanency. These 
tracks are consideréd as dependent on the 
tolerance of betting. Wipe out the bet- 
ting and the tracks are gone; wipe out the 
tracks and the backbone of the horse 
raising industry is broken; elect the 
Hughes candidate in the Forty-seventh 
New York senatorial district and from 
Oakland to Saratoga the racing men will 
turn their stables into garages. This is 
the disconsolate but in part faulty logic 
of the racing industry. Horse raising 
would go on if there were no racing. 

Gov. Hughes’ bills were stopped in the 
eenate after the house had passed them. 
In the upper branch of the assembly they 
lacked one vote of a constitutional ma- 
jority. A vacancy existed in the Forty- 
seventh district. The governor called a 
special election in this district and a spe- 
cial session of the legislature. He set 
out to win the new senator by appealing 
to the people to aid him in stopping legis- 
lative defiance of the constitution, which 
prohibits betting, and in clapping the lid 
on an amusement which may be the sport 
of kings but which is the ruin of un- 
fortunate* victims possessed by the idea 
that wealth can be acquired by chance 
more easily than by work. 

The election of the governor’s candidate 
undoubtedly would strengthen the position 
of the executive, but could not be regard- 
ed as determining the question finally. 
The opposition got the votes it needed be- 
fore and might get them again in spite of 
the fact that a new vote added to those 
recorded for the bills before would pass 
It need surprise no one if when 
the administration gains a vote the o 
sition buys one away. : 

On the other hand, the sentiment of the 


people in other districts has had a chance 


to express itself, and men who voted 
against Gov. Hughes before may find it 
difficult to do so again. “Ratetrack gam- 
bling is indefensſble. It would be a good 
thing for the country if the election: in 
Niagara and Orleans could wipe it out. 


“SOCIALISM AND THE FARMER. 


If the socialist were open to any advice 
it might be suggested to the enthusiastic

He has, therefore, up to this time fol- 


zowed all the promising new theories. 


He was a greenbacker,“ a “ granger,” 


@ populist. 

But socialism is a cat of a different 
color. Its basic and essential principle 
is ownership by the state of all tke 
means of production—to wit, among other 
things the soll. The socialistic propa- 
gandist dresses this phase of his theory 
in as effectual a disguise as he can in- 


vent, but against his art is pitted the 


natural, shrewd egoism of the farmer, and 
there need never be any doubt of the re- 
sult... 

It may be that in the course of some 
centuriés of moral advance the farmer 


will put away his earthly will to hold to 


what he has and surrender what is under 
modern conditions, on the whole, the 
most secure and fortunate situation-in our 
gocial and economic scheme. But isn’t 
that utopian consummation a little remote 
for heated discussion at Brand’s hall in 
the year 1908? 

There will be before that—thete doubt- 
less are even now—oteasional idealists 
among the farmers, the parlor socialist’s 
cousin german, the kitchen socialist, or 
the corner grocery socialist. But in the 
main the farmer vote will be cast for 
some time,to come for candidates who 
repudiate socialism.

All 
that can be obtained from this congress 
is legislation which, without making any 
radical changes in the present currency 


that: will make it better able to stand a 
severe strain. The men who wish to de- 
stroy the existing system, root and 
branch, are opposed to what they call 
makeshift legislation, but they have not 
converted the community: to their views, 
and pending that conversion it is mani- 
-festly expedient that whatever can be 
done to improve the existing banking laws 
‘should be done. 1 

The bill drafted under the direction of 
the house conference has features which 
should commend it to nearly everybody. 
Even those who demand sweeping 
changes should see in the measure a step 
away from a bond secured currency and 
should be encouraged thereby. If the 
emergency issues contemplated by the bil! 
should be put out their soundness would 
be proved and the public would learn 
that notes not secured by United States 
bonds could be perfectly safe. 

The bankers who condemned the Al- 
drich bill because it did not recognize 
commercial paper as a basis for note is- 
sues ought to be satisfied with a measure 
which does recognize it. The business 
communit¢, mindful of the hardships it 
underwent last year because of a scarcity 
of currency, will welcome a measure that 
will afford them greater relief than was 
given by an extralegal clearing house 
currency, which was helpful only to a 
limited extent. 

The provisions of the new currency 
bill unquestionably would be of service 
if the conditions of last year were re- 
newed. How far they would tend to 
mitigate that recurrent stringency in the 
money market which comes with the crop 
moving season nothing but a trial would 
determine’ positively. It would depend on 
the need for currency and the rate of Tax 
on the emergency issues. Heretofore, 
when fall came, the secretary of the 
treasury has been begged to come to “ the 
relief of the market.” Usually he has 
done so by depositing government funds. 
But the decrease in receipts and increase 
in expenditures are eating into the sur- 
plus. The secretary Will not have so 
much money to deposit with the banks as 
in the past. The annual stringency may 
have to be alleviated in some other way. 
It is a fair presumption that the new 
eurrency bill, if it were the law, would 
afford relief. If it did not it would be 
easy to perceive wherein it was lacking 
and make the necessary changes. 

The next congress will have the tariff 
on its hands. New questions may come 
up that will demand action. It is the 
duty of this congress, a congress which 
met when the panic was raging and can- 
not have forgotten its violence, to enact 
legislation. which will make future panics 
less distressing and which should put an 
end to the autumnal appeals to the secre- 
tary of the treasury for relief. 


A NEW CULTURAL CENTER. 

The news that the activities developed 
by Dr. Hirsch and his congregation at 
Sinai temple are still further to be ex- 
panded is good news. It is worthy of the 
enlightenment and liberality of the Jews 
of Chicago that they should plan and 
achieve on a large scale, while of the high 
importance and usefulness of the ends 
sought through the projected institution 
there can be no doubt. 

It is one of the most hopeful signs of 
our American social progress that 


and the social intelligence are conceiving 
and planting new radiating centers. They 
are the voluntary outgrowth of the indi- 
vidual’s increasſhg sense of his social re- 
sponsibilities, of his moral relations to 


prafound interdependence of his wellbeing 
and that of his neighbor. In a highly in- 
dividualistic society like ours these asso- 
ciated efforts must take the place of 
what in other civilizations the state has 
done or tried to dp. It is the American 
way, and, as we believe, the best of all 
ways. . 

The cultural activities at Sinai temple 
have for many years been important, but 
for that reason they deserve extension. 
‘The secretary of the congregation prom- 
ises a social center on the broadest and 
most inclusive lines, open to Jew and 
gentile, so that Japheth shall dwell in 
the tents of Shem ”—and many sided as 
the multifarious needs and interests of a 
great city require. 

Such an instifution will be a splendid 
contribution to the civilizing agencies of 
Chicago, and undoubtedly will rank high 
among the institutions which make the 
citizen of Chicago proud of his city and 
confident of its future.

International peace is best preserved by 
satisfactory trade relationships. War 
means disaster even with victory. Large 
fleets of battleships and great standing 
armies may have their value in preserving 
harmony among nations. But the in- 
crease of commercial relationships with a 
foreign country and the weaving of an 
intricate net of international interests is 
a much better way to keep the peace. 

Such are the sentiments expressed to 
his Amierican countrymen by the Italian 
ambassador at the close of a busy week 
in Chicago. They sre words of truth and 
roberness. They are supported by many 
illustrations in the history of the United 
States. They are splendid suggestions in 
connection with the work of the newly 
formed Italian chamber of commerce. 
The clash of arms plays havoc with com- 
mercial interests. The men who will lose 
most usually are slowest in their advo- 
cacy of resort to war, That this feeling 
can be made a powerful factor in inter- 
national peace was deglared in striking 
sentences by the ambassador from® Italy. 
Where solidarity of interest exists be- 
tween representatives of the commerce of 
different nations the chances for arbitra- 
tion of disturbing questions are far great- 
er than those for war. The conclusion 
follows that the more general and in- 
volved the lines of trade become the less 
danger there will be of armed conflict. 

From this point of view the consular 
agents of the United States are doing a 
splendid work in the i ests of peace. 
The great manufacturifg concerns of 
America which are reaching out to al. 
parts of the world may prove more ef- 
fective forces than the steadily developing 
fleet. Such agencies are friendly. They 
leave no bitterness for years to overcome, 
They work quietly, and every contract or 
new business connection is just one more 
element against war. The Italian cham- 
ber of commerce will accomplish more 
than the securing of wealth to individuals. 
It will help to unite two nations by ties 
which will not easily be broken. Every 
such movement deserves indorsement and 
encouragement for the greater good it 
does beyond the narrow limits of personal 
financial interest.

Lord Elgin, whose father, like himself, 


served a term as viceroy of India, is the chief 
of that great Scotch house of Bruce which 
furnished Robert Bruce to the throne of 
Scotland as its most famous king. 

Strictly speaking, the Bruces are of Anglo- 
Norman origin, though thie will appear in 
the light of heresy to all true Scotchmen. 
Away back in the thirteenth century, when 
Margaret, known as the Maid of Norway, 
and daughter of King Eric Magnusson of 
Norway, died while on her way from Norway 
to Sootland to assume the Scottish crown of 
nher maternal grandfather, Alexander III., 
a great dispute arose among the claimants 
to the throne left vacant by her demise. 

— 

The competitors, twelve in number, finally 
agreed to submit their claims to the arbitra- 
tion of King Edward I. of England. 

Chief among the claimants were John 
Baliol and Robert Bruce, both of them 
Englishmen, the Bruces having heen estab- 


lished in Yorkshire since the Norman cou- 


quest. 

Their claims were based on their descent 
from David, earl of Huntingdon, grandson of 
King David I. of Scotland, and brother of 
King William the Lion. 

David, earl of Huntingdon, had several 
daughters, the eldest of whom, Margaret by 
name, had herself a daughter named De vor- 
gutla, who married John Baliol. The other 
granddaughter of David, earl of Huntingdon, 
was Isabel, who married Robert de Bruce cf 
Yorkshire, and whose ancestors, it is sail, 
originally came to England from Normandy 
with William the Conqueror. 

It was the grandson of this marriage of 
Isabel with Robert de Bruce who eventual'y 
became king of Scotland after the battle of 
®Wannockburn. / 

King Edward I. had arbitrated in favor of 
John of Baliol, but had taken advantage of 
his role of arbitrator to insist not only upon 
suzerainty, but also upon sovereignty over 
Scotland, until the Scots rose in rebellion 
against the Plantagenet king, Baliol abdicat- 
ing the crown. * 

The insurrection was led by Sir William 
Wallace and Robert Bruce, the grandson of 
Isabel and her Yorkshire-Norman husband. 

Wallace was eventually captured by th. 
English and barbarously executed on Tower 
hill.

Bruce, defeated again and again, was worn 
out and despairiig of making any furtuer 
struggle, when, lying in a cabin at Kairne- 
muir, his eyes happened to fall on a spider 
trying to fix. her web against a beain 

Again and again the creature swung her 
filmy thread, and again and again she fell 
helplessly to the bottom. The seventh time 
brought her good fortune. The web was 
caught and the object attained. 

Bruce had sustained six crushing defeats. 
Encouraged by the example of the spider, he, 
too, tried once more, at the batt'e of Ban- 
nockburn, and destroyed English supremacy 
north of the Tweed, and placed himse!f on the 
throre of Scotland. 

It is this Bruce family of which Lord Eigin. 
who has just declined a marquisa e, is the 
chief. King Robert Bruce’s only son, David 
II., naving died wit: out any issue, the crown 
of Scotland went to his grandson—that is to 
say, the son of King Robert's daughter, 
Marjorie Bruce, by her marriage with Wal- 
ter, sixth high steward of Scotland—and it 18 
thus that the house of Steward, or Stuart, 
was brought on to the throne of Scotland. 

The founder of the house of Stuart was of 
Breton origin, hafling from thé Breton town 
of Dol, and ring the name of Flaald. 

He came to England with William the Con- 
queror, and received from the latter the grant 
of the castle of Oswestry, in Shropshire. 

His son was Alan, and his grandson was 
Walter, an active partisan of Empress Maud. 


In recognition of his championship of her 


cause her uncle, King David of Scotland, be- 
stowed upon Walter not only great estates 
in Renfrewshire and Teviotdale, but also 
made him. hereditary seneschal, or high 
steward of Scotland. ; 

The sixth of these hereditary stewards— 
ramely: Walter Stewart, was th» one who 
became the son-in-law of King Robert Bruce. 

— 


Lord Elgin is not an impressive man, and 
es not in his appearance suggest the knight- 
ly graces of the Norman chevaliers, of the 
Yorkshire barons, and of the Scottish kings, 
who were among his ancestors. — 

Worst of all, he is an indifferent horseman, 
which wae greatly to his disadvantage when 
viceroy of India, where all sorts of funny 
stories were current about his equestrian de 
ficiéncies. . 

Thus, on one occasion, when at Simia, he 
was taking horseback exercise along the 
fashionable promenade of the locality.

Lord Elgin, at Broomhail, his ancestral 
seat in Scotland, preserves many ‘historic 
relics, including the sword and helmet of 
King Robert Bruce. 
His grandfather was the man who pre- 
sented to the British nation those master- 


pieces of ancient Greek sculpture taken from 


the Parthenon, ‘known as The Elgin Mar- 
bles,” and which now figure in the British 
museum; while his father was that earl of 
Elgin who was special ambassador to this 
country in the 508, and who concluded a 
commercial treaty between his country and 
the United States which is deecribed as hav- 
ing “floated through the senate on cham- 
ns. 

But that was far from being the only title 
ot tame of the late earl of Elgin, for English- 
men regard him as having saved India for 
the.empire at the time of the great mutiny 
fifty years ago. a ‘ 

He died at his post as viceroy, and lies 
buried not in the family mausoleum in Scot- 
land, but in the Hill Station in India, where 
he breathed his last. \

Cardiff Meeting Broken Up in Return 
for Belling Which Was Given 
: Churchill.

LONDON, May 11.—Miss Maloney’s perse- 
cution with bells at Dundee, where she 
broke up three of Winston Churchill's po- 
litical meetings, has been avenged on other 
suffragettes, who had arranged a méeting at 
Gardiff. They apparently were in no way 
responsible for Miss Maloney, but it was 
enough that they were suffragettes. 

The hall where the Cardiff meeting wus 
held was packed. All the audience seemed

dominated, but whistles, trumpets, and 
rattles abounded, and all sounded a full 
chorus to the accompaniment of shouts, 
Revenge for Dundee.“ 

The suffragettes were not allowed to utter 
a single sentence which could be heard. 
While well known public men appealed for 


‘a fair hearing.“ intending speakers were 


driven from the platform. Banners, mottoer, 
and literature were seized and furniture and 
windows smashed. The disorderly crowd 
overflowed into the streets, where it kep* 
the police busy.

Commissioner Redieske Finds 
Contracts Without Aphroval. 


GETS AFTER 15 OONCERNS. 


Corporations Said to Be Saving from 
$100 to $3,000 a Year. 


The circumstances under which corpora- 
tions obtained contracts for city water at 
greatly reduced rates are being investigated 
by Deputy Commissioner Redieske of the 
department of public works. There are fif- 
teen concerns that contracted with former 
city administrations for water at bargain 
rates ranging from $100 to $3,000 a year. 

Mr. Redieske has discovered that some of 
the contracts were signed by former com- 
miasioners of public works without the au- 
thority of the council. These agreements, 
he contends, either should be abrogated or 
legalized. Only the council, he maintains, 
can authorize a departure from the water 
rates specified in the ordinance, and in some 
cases former commissioners did not take the 
trouble to consult the council. 

The contracts under investigation are di- 
vided into three charges—pumpage from the 
river, pumpage from the tunnel, and pump- 
age from the lake.

NO THIEVES WERE FOUND 


Patrolman Malloy “‘Obeyed Com- 
mand’? to Speak for Demo- 
cratic Candidate. 


An interesting commentary on the effi- 
ciency of the policemen picked out to rid 
the city of pickpockets during the ten days 
prior to the city election of 1907 was afforded 
in the testimony at the Collins-Comertford 
trial yesterday. Fifteen policemen took the 
witness stand. They had been taken from 
beats in various parts ot the city by Chief of 
Police John M. Collings to do high grade de- 
tective work. 

The testimony was that not a pickpocket 
had been arrested by this squad of special 
men. They testified that they were ready to 
do police duty, but they didn’t see any to do. 
Many of them never had seen a pickpocket. 
In attempting to tell what they did actually 
these witnesses got badly tangled up. It 
was again intimated by Assistant State's 
Attorney Barbour that the men were testi- 
fying falsely. in their efforte to protect their 
former chief. The lawyers for the defense 
insisted that the testimony was the same as 
rash given before the civil service commis- 
sion. 

One or two witnesses made a visible ef- 
fort to tell the plain, unvarnished truth, but 
even they could not forget the catch phrase: 
We were sent out to do general. police 
Work.“ 

Found Billboards Unmolested. 

Thomas Murray, a patrolman from the 
Summerdale avenue police station, was the 
last witness of the afternoon and one of the 
best for the state. He said that he had been 
called in from his beat and ordered to re- 
port at the chief's office in citizen's clothes. 
There he was told to go out and look for 
pi see that billboard campaign 
lithographs were not molested, and see that 
the political meetings were peaceful. 

“ What did you do?” asked Mr. Barbour. 

O, I went out and looked at the bill- 
boards. I didn't see any one molest them 

* Did you attend political meetings?’ 

“ Yes; I dropped m and then dropped out 

. I went where I pleased and did what 
I pleased.“ 

“You went to the theater once in awhile?” 

“ Yes; I took in a show when I felt lilce it,’ 

“Did you find any pickpockets?’ 

No, eir.’’ 

Summary of Testimony. 

Most of the witnesses of the day were en- 
employés of the street car companies, who 
were taken on the force two years ago. 
or testimony may be summarized as fol- 
ows: 

Bernard Malloy, on the mounted squad, at- 
tached to Irving Park station when orders 
came to work for the chief. He was told to 
mingle in crowds and look for thieves; also to 
speak.a good word for Dunne. He did as he 
was told. 

Owen Rush, taken froma downtown cross- 
ing to work for the chief. He obeyed orders 
by spending three or four hours out of the 
ten days standing on north side street 
corners. He did not do anything for Dunne. 
Made no arrests, 

William Olson, at the time he was ordered 
to report to the chief, was stationed at 
Attrill street as reserve man for street car 
accidents, He looked for pickpockets In Ir- 
ving Park truck district. He never had seen 
one. Didn't make any arrests. Didn't say 
anything about Dunne 

Did Not Find a Pickpocket. 

Peter Fitzgerald, attached to 
Grove avenue station, traveling beat in uni- 
form. Taken from this work to find pick- 
pocketa, Only time he ever had seen a pick- 

cket was while driving wagon for a pack- 
pec ony Did not make any arresta. 

harles Oyem, taken from a beat in Irving 
Park. Did not make any arrests. 

Patrick Lee, ordered to leave beat in Sum- 
merdale and visit political meetings, also see 
that lithographs were not disturbed. Did not 
make any arresta. Did not speak a good 
word for Dunne as he was ordered to do. 

Charles E. Shilvock, taken from @ down 
town crossing and sent out to look for pick- 
pockets. Made no arresta - 


Attorneys in Olash. 

And so the story went. Attorney Mathaniel 
Sears interrupted the examination of Shil- 
vock to argue that it was proper to intro- 
duce the testimony before the civil service 
commission. 

“These men testified then as they are 
testifying now,” he said. “ We propose to 
show that thie is true, and that it is the 
best evidence of the truthfulness of the tes 
timony. There was no motive to testify 
falsely then.” 

“ As a matter of fact,” said Mr. Barbour, 
“there was just as much motive for them 
to testify falsely then as now. And it was | 
shown at that time that many witnesses 
were not telling the truth.” 

Attorney James Hamilton Lewis in the 
morning attempted to have State’s Attorney 
Healy cited for contempt because of newe- 
paper interviews in which he commented on 
the testimony of the witnesses. Judge Chet- 
lain said he would not rule unless affidavits 
were presented in court.

Poor Outlook for Glucose. 

FE. T. Bedford, president of the.Corn Prod- 
ucts Refining company, is quoted as saying 
concerning the outlook:

- istilling Profits and Prohibition. 

Friends of the Distillers’ Securities cor- 
poration say the pure food act as applied to 
the distilling industry will not prove burden- 
some. Secretary Rand of the corporation 
says: 

“It is difficult to say what effect these 
new conditions will have, but they are not 
such as to affect the earnings to any large 
extent. The government has promised to 
give us a list of regulations next month. 

“Trade conditions are quite satisfactory. 
The prohibition movement had little effect 
upon the consumption of liquors. It has 
been the experience of places nominally un- 
der prohibition to consume larger quantities 
than under the opposite conditions. It is 
a fact that more liquor is going into the 
atate of Georgia today than was the case 
when prohibition iawe were not in effect. 
If prohibition prohibited the result might be 
serious.“ 


Arnold Print Works Paying Debts. 
The receivers for the Arnold print works 
having retired all of the $485,000 receivers’ 
certificates of that company and its gubsid- 
lary concerns, are now devoting increased 
attention to a plan for the reorganization of 
the company which will take it out of the 
receivers’ hands. Announcement of the re- 
organizaiion plan is not expected for some 
time. 

Unfavorable conditions in the cotton trade 
for several months have, it is said, made 
it impossible for the receivers to make as 
good progress as had been expected in ad- 
justing the affairs of the company, although 
since it went into the hands of receivers 
collections have reacned a total of over 
$3,000,000, of which amount $1,200,000 is held 
as a special deposit representing proceeds 
from the sale of certain goods claimed by 
the National Bank of Commerce as collat- 
eral for loans. The total claim of the bank 
is $2,000,000.
